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BUILDING RED POWER 

It is becoming increasingly 
apparent that we are in for 
trouble - endless trouble - 
because of our involvement in 
the United Nations. This does 
not mean, of course, that 
disentangling ourselves from 
this dangerous entrapment 
will solve all our interna- 
tional problems. But at least 
we would be able to make our 
own decisions, and make them 
in our own interest. It would 
seem obvious to any sane- 
minded American that acting 
in our own interest consists 
in resisting with every means 


at our command the interna- 
tional communist menace. In- 
stead, we are actually coop- 
erating in building up the 
power of world communism. 
That may sound like a brash 
Statement, but consider the 
following recent events. They 
are merely a few out of many. 

First, there is the United 
Nations operation in the 
Congo. It is costing about 135 
million dollars a year to 
maintain a UN force in that 
turmoil-ridden African coun- 
try. Mostof the other members 
of the UN can’t or won’t pay 








their share of the bill. 5o 
bighearted Uncle Sam, with 
your money, is picking up the 
tab. But what are we paying 
for? To put down the pro-com- 
munist Congolese who are 
causing most of the turmoil? 
Not at all. The UN force, 
under the direction of a 
leftward-leaning Indian of- 
ficial, spends its time keep- 
ing the anti-communist Tshombe 
government in Katanga pro- 
vince from winning against 
the pro-Heds. 

Second, Fidel Castro’s Ked 
regime in Cuba isinall sorts 
of economic trouble. Surely 
no one but the leftists can 
any longer doubt that a com- 
munist-dominated Cuba is a 
great danger to America. But 
at the same time that the 
Kennedy Administration, with 
pretty words, pleads with 
Castro to break with commun- 
ism, the United Nations gives 


ONLY PROTECTION 


Perhaps it might be well to 
explain, in case anyone has 
forgotten, the significance 
of this forthcoming drive 
against the Connally Reserva- 
tion. When the Senate, 15 
years ago, ratified the treaty 
by which we became involved 
in the United Nations and its 
various agencies, including

The objective in try- 
ing to wipe it out is to take 
away from us the right to say 
that this UN body over in The 
Hague cannot stick its nose 
into purely American affairs. 
In this connection, it may 
interest you to know that this 
United Nations World Court 
elected a new president re- 
cently. His name is Bohdan 
Winiarski and he is from - 
guess where. Communist Poland! 


the World Court, it inserted 
a protective clause. This UN 
World Court is supposed to 
have legal jurisdiction over 
disputes arising between na- 
tions. But it operates under 
the United Nations. With the 
various decrees and-ukases 
which have issued from that 
body, there is nothing to 


stop the World Court 
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from 
calling anything under the 
sun an ‘international dispute’ 
— nothing except the Connal ly 
Keservation. This provision 
is designed to retain in our 
hands the right to say what 
arestrictly American affairs 
and therefore no concern of 
the UN World Court. 

An example of what might 
take place without the pro- 
tection of the Connally lieser- 
vation may be found in the 
case of the Panama Canal. The 
United States built the Canal 
and under a treaty with 
ma, the and the zone 
surrounding it are United 
States territory. “veryone 
understands the strategic 
military and commercial im- 
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portance of the Canal - the 
only short shipping route be- 
tween two great oceans. But 
suppose some other power - 
the communists, for instance- 
wanted to take over the Canal 
and use it for their own 
purposes. Assuming we are on 
the alert, they would not 
dare try such a thing by 
force. But if we did not have 
the right, under the Connally 
Reservation, to say the Pana- 
ma Canal was nobody’s business 
but our own, we could be 
hailed before the United Na- 
tions World Court. The idea 
might be to ‘internationalize’ 
the Canal under a HRed-domin- 
ated body. And you can imagine 
what kind of decision would 
come out of that Court, now 
headed by a judge from a 
communist nation. 


VICIOUS EFFECTS

effect of our involvement in 
the United Nationsis the fact 
thatina world where American 
allies are not too numerous 
and not too dependable, it 
forces us to slap in the face 
even those we can depend on.

Last month, 
the leftists in the United 
Nations cooked up a resolu- 
tion to condemn Portugal 
because she does not want to 
give immediate independence 
to her African colony of 


Angola. In United Nations’ 
gobbledegook, this is a 
‘threat to world peace.’ In 


the same gobbledegook, forcing 
Belgium to grant independence 
to the Congo before it knew 
what to do with it was not a 
threat to world peace. Actu- 
ally, Angola is none of the 
United Nations’ business. And 
Portugal is a strong member 
of NATO —- the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization - as is 
Belgium. President Kennedy 
had just got through telling 
us how important it is that 
NATO be strengthened and 
fortified and built up to 
withstand the communist 
threat. But what happened 
when the resolution to con- 
demn Portugal - our NATO ally 
- came up in the United Na- 
tions? In order to soft-soap 
a batch of hal f-savage Afri- 
can nations, we — the United 
States - voted with Soviet 
Russia to condemn Portugal. 
Maybe that comes under the 
heading of how to win inter- 
national friends, but somehow 
we fail to get the point. Lo 
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you perhaps wonder how Portu- 
gal must feel about us now? 
Suppose the same tactic were 
used on us with regard to 
Puerto Rico or the Panama 
Canal, and Portugal voted 
with the Soviet Union? How, 
then, would we feel about 
Portugai? 

Even when we try to act 
strongly and firmly in our 
own interests outside the 
United Nations, the shadow 
of our supposedly staunch 
UN pals falls over everything 
we do. The President spoke 
big, brave and beautiful 
words about the crisis in 
Laos. Nearly all Americans, 
with the exception of the 
be-kind-to-communists clique, 
rallied to the President. Now 
he was talking the only 
language the Keds under- 
stand - the language of 
strength and determination. 
On the few occasions in the 
past when we have taken such 
a stand — and backed it up - 
the Reds have always turned 
tail. Then Prime “Minister 
Harold Macmillan of Great 
Britain appeared on the 
scene. And all the strong, 
brave words turned out to 
be just that — only words. 
We are now going to work 
toward, presumably, a so- 
called ‘neutralist’ govern- 
ment in Laos. This is merely 
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more gobbledegook, because 
it means a government which 
will include communists 
and communist- dominated 
representatives. And when 
these Reds work, as they 
always do once they are given 
a handle like this, to take 
over all of Laos, look what 
they will have ready and 
waiting for them - 300 mil- 
lion dollars’ worth of mili- 
tary supplies, paid for by 


the American taxpayer, which 
was poured into Laos in for- 
eign handouts. 

One of these days we may 
wake up to the terrible 
consequences involved in 
permitting our foreign policy 
to be controlled by a group 
of communist, socialist and 
appeasement-minded countries 
in the United Nations. Let 
us hope the awakening will 
not come too late.

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Book Review 

THIS IS HOW IT IS 

THE ANTHILL: The Human Con- 
dition in Communist China, by 
Suzanne Labin, 442 pages, 
Praeger, N.Y., $6.75. 

What is life like - really 
like - under a communist sys- 
tem? Visitors to Hed nations, 
no matter how successfully 
they may elude official guid- 
ance, are not always the best 
witnesses. Neither are those 
born and raised under commun- 
ism, since they have little 
basis for comparison. But 
those who saw communism come 
to their country, tried to 
live under it, and finally 
decided that death or escape 


was the only solution to such 
a life - what a story they 
have to tell! 

In and around Hong Kong are 
not less than a million and a 
half escapees from Mao Tse- 
tung’s Hed paradise on main- 
land China — and this growing 
number represents only those 
able to get out alive. Madame 
Labin, one of France’s fore- 
most writers on public af- 
fairs, chose the only really 
authentic course to an under- 
standingof communism’s effect 
on daily living, culture, 
family, religion, marriage, 
children - all the things, 








feelings, thinking and faith 
which go into each day of in- 
dividual humans. She talked 
with a representative number 
of these escapees and put down 
their stories much as they 
were poured into her ears. 

Thus we have here, in these 
intensely personal tales of 
the teaming anthill which is 
Hed China, the searing truth 
about the regime that so many 
of our deluded leaders would 
have us take to our, and the 
UN’ s, bosom. This book is 
especially for all those to 
whom understanding is diffi- 
cult outside the periphery of 
their own lives. Here is Bank 
Clerk Chang, “lerchant Wang, 
Famer Fan Ling, School teach- 
er Shuen, Student Ping, to say 
nothing of a workingman, a 
judge, a Communist Party of- 
ficial, fishermen, labor-union 
boss, mother of a family and 
many others. 

Their stories are often 
heartrending. They are also 
awe-inspiring for the courage 
seldom mentioned but always 
implied, and fascinating in 
the details of life in the 


anthill. Each is different 
from the others. Yet there is 
a common thread, as strong as 
iron, running through them. 
These victims had a mortal 
quarrel with the barbarians 
who seized their country, but 
not on the basis of things an 
American might put first - 
lack of the simplest foods, 
the horrible purges, the 
incessant and never-ending 
labor. China in the past had 
known famine many times; her 
war lords had plundered and 
slaughtered; few Chinese knew 
the meaning of the word ‘ lei- 
sure.’ Basically, it was not 
these which made the Ked ant- 
hill unbearable, but the 
complete loss of all freedom, 
the feeling that one was only 
a less-than-human slave whose 
last shred of self-respect 
was trampled on by the com- 
munist masters. 

If you, or anyone you know, 
needs fortifying against the 
recognize-Red-China claque in 
Britain and America and the 
oily purveyors of ‘peaceful 
coexistence,’ read this book.

“Speaking of NeA, we see by the New York Times that this 
organization led all the rest in the first half of 1960 in 
amount of money spent for lobbying before the Congress. In 
spending $77,913.26 during this six-month period to influ- 
ence legislation, NEA, according to the Times, ‘topped all 
other pressure groups,’ including unions and industrial 
groups, a total of some 255 organizations. This represents, 
of course, only the amount NEA is required to report under 
the Lobby Act of 1946. It would be interesting to know the 
exact amount spent on ‘Federal and State relations’ —- in 
other words, NEA’s total lobbying costs - out of the current 
NEA budget of $6,874, 480.
